—_ his labour , or whecher he'may be-a wiſe man or a fool ; 

ut what a miſery, and worſe than vanity is this, that the fupream 
power of Government (in the right execution of which all the con- 
cernments of millions of men'are interefſed) ſhould be entailed on 
one Man (though never: ſo deſerving in his own Perſon) and the 
heirs of his body, be he good or bad, a wife man, or very nigh a
